Labrador 
missionary.

The speaker showed 100 
pictures of the land of

wrork. 
Dr. Grenfell spent some tim e among, 
the fishermen of the North Sea. He' 
decided to go to Uibrador in 1892 and 
has been actively engaged in amelior-J 
ating conditions among the ignorant 
but 
well-meaning fishermen 
of that j 
frozen country since. In that time he ( 
has managed to establish a half doz­ 
en hospitals which are fa irly 
well 
equipped. Several physicians 
and a 
dozen or more nurses have volunteer­ 
ed th eir services, which fact places 
the institutions on a good working 
basis.

W h ile inland, a number of Esqul-' 
maux and Indians live, Dr. G renfell! 
has given the greater portion of his J 
attention to the fishermen 
on

coast wTio are of many different na- j 
tionalities. They receive a 
fair

come from fishing in the sum m er and j 
from hunting for fur ht-aring animals; 
in 
the winter, 
but are improvident > 
and as a result suffer a great, deal,

T h e 
greater portion of th eir dis­ 
eases are the result of insanitation 
and his efforts has b#en spent trying! 
to teach them to observe the ordi-j 
n ary rules of health. Before he went ; 
there, there w as not a physician or j 
surgeon in the country 
and 
manyi 
fatalities which resulted m ight have! 
been avoided. 
T h e t^abradorians. lie said, are in-! 
dustrious, great lovers of the home 
and the home ties and have m any re-1 
deem ing characteristics.
